“Our real fight will be waged in 
the Congressional Districts. We ate 
confident we will refain our dfy 
majority in the House,” declared 
Wayne B. Wheeler, general cousel 
for the Anti-saloon League. 


“We are going into the congres- 
sional campaigns with a _ strong 
ang higniy efficient organization 
to.win,” declared a statement from 
the association against the proni- 
bition amendement. 

Both wets and crys contended 
that their arguments before the 
Senate Judiciary Committee. on pro- 
hibition enforcement had “proved 
their case."
